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Improved Paper Reel. 














The drawings herewith illustrate a device for 
holding and adjusting reels upon which paper or 
other fabric is wound as it is manufactured. In 
the use of ordinary reels for this purpose a 
difficulty has arisen, owing to the tendency of 
the fabric to overrun one side or the other of 
the reel. It is the object of this invention to 
obviate this difficulty ; and the invention con- 
sists in adjusting the reel lengthwise to one side 
or the other of the machine, and this while the 
machine is in operation and without stopping 
the same. 

Referring to the accompanying drawings, 
Figure 1 is an end view of a machine embodying 
the invention. Fig. 2is aside elevation of the 
same, and Fig. 3 is a vertical section of the part 
containing the invention. Aisa frame of any 
suitable size or construction, in which is mounted 
a reel composed of the heads B B’ and cross bars 
6 b, and fixed to a shaft, C, or so attached as to 
slide lengthwise on the same. The head B has a 
bearing, F, in a box, D, and an enlargement, E, 
fitting in a corresponding recess in the box, in 
which it rotates freely. 

The box D is divided horizontally into two 
parts, hinged together, as shown at d, Fig. 1, 
which admits of the upper part being raised to 
insert or remove the journal of the reel. The 
shaft C extends through the box and into and 
through a standard, N, attached to the frame A, 
as shown by C’. The lower end of the box D 
moves in a groove in the frame A, and to the 
outer side of the box D is attached a screw, G, 
asshown. The screw G passes through a nut, 
K, which is supported in the frame A and stand- 
ard M, and which is secured to a cog-wheel, I, 
by which it is rotated. By turning the wheel 
I and nut K the screw G is caused to move for- 
ward or back, as desired, thus moving the reel 
longitudinally, so as to nicely adjust it to the 
proper position for winding the fabric. The 
reel may be fixed to the shaft C so as to move 
with it, or it may be arranged to slide on the 
shaft, as desired. Motion may be imparted to 
the cog-wheel I by the gear-wheel H, to which is 
attached the hand-wheel N. 

The wheel can be moved and adjusted while 
the machine is in operation, 

The claims cover: 1. A reel for winding paper 
or other fabric, having one head journaled in a 
movable box or bearing, so as to admit of the 
longitudinal adjustment of the reel. 2, In a reel 
for winding paper or other fabric, the combina- 
tion, with the head B and extended shaft C’, of 
the enlargement E, fitted in a movable box or 
bearing D. 3. The combination of the head of 
the reel B, its enlargement E, the shaft C C’, the 
movable box or bearing D, and the nut K in 
the frame A. (268,012.) 


Paper from Palm and Palmetto. 


Joseph Jordan has devised an improvement in 
the manufacture of paper pulp and paper from 
varieties of the palm and palmetto, but his pro- 
cess may also be applied to various other vege- 
table fibrous plants, woods and grasses, 

Following is a description of the process as ap- 
plied to the manufacture of paper pulp from the 
dwarf-palm and the “‘ cabbage,” ‘‘ blue,” ‘* hum- 
mock” and ‘‘saw” palms, vulgarly so called. 
The treatment of all being about the same, its 
application to the dwarf palm or shrub, which 
grows to a height varying from eighteen inches 
to about three or four feet, and the leaves of 
which are very large and fibrous, will alone be 
considered. Thestalk of this plant is cut off close 
to the ground. Thestalk, including the leaves, is 
then cut up into suitable lengths to accommo- 
date the hydraulic or other press which is to be 
used to crush them to expel the liquor, which 
liquor flows when mechanical pressure is ap- 
plied to the stalk and leaves. The next step in 
the process is to place the material so cut into a 
hydraulic or other press; and it is preferred to 
place the lengths of material on end, so that the 
compression is from the ends. The object of this 
compression is to extract as much of the liquor 
or sap of the plant as it is possible to do by these 
means. The liquor thus extracted is then boiled 
at a temperature sufficient to prevent fermenta- 
tion. The fibrous stock thus freed from its super- 
fluous liquor is then placed in a close digester or 
boiler and saturated with a solution of alkali 
rendered very slightly caustic, simply suffici- 
ently so to separate the fibres when boiled under 
pressure without materially affecting the re- 
maining intercellulose matter left in the fibres 
after the extracting or crushing process, The 
boiler is then closed and the mass is then boiled 
under pressure. The digester is then,after its con- 
tents have been reduced to a pulp, discharged 
into an open tank or vessel, where the mass of 
pulp is washed with successive applications of

water, first hot and then gradually cooler. The 
pulp will then be found in a condition ready to 
be made into paper, still containing all or nearly 
all its intercellulose matter. This mass is then 
subjected to a grinding or beating action in any 
ordinary pulp engine, which results in the fibres 
being finely divided and separated, the intercel- 
lulose matter still remaining with them. After 
this result has been reached the bleaching agent 
—a combination of chlorine and oxalic acid 
—is put in the engine and the mass is 
then subjected to agitation until the bleach- 
ing agent is thoroughly mixed with it, after 
which the mass is deposited in vats, where it is 
allowed to remain until it has been bleached to 
the desired color. The mass is then subjected to 
the further action of a beating or pulping en- 
gine, and while it is being finally subjected to 
this beating action a continuous stream of water 
is passed into and out of the engine so operating 
upon it, which cleanses and removes 
the remaining portion of the bleaching 
agent from it. All of the remaining 
parts of the bleaching agent being re- 
moved, the pure, long-fibred pulp, with 
its intercellulose matter, remains. The 
pulp now being very long-fibred, is 
again subjected to a beating process 
to reduce its fibres to a length com- 
mensurate to the quality of the paper 
to be produced or which it is desired to 
produce, 

The object of removing the liquor or 
sap by the mechanical pressure de- 
scribed in the first step of this process 
was to save it from destruction or 
from being lost or carried away in 
those subsequent steps of the process 
already described, and also to free the 
fibre and intercellulose matter from it 
at an early stage of the process, so as 
to permit a freer and more efficient ac- 
tion of the alkaline solutions upon the (yy 
fibre in separating them from each 
other, and also to admit of the use of 
a much weaker alkaline solution than 
would be necessary for it to overcome 
the added resistance of this removed 
liquor were it allowed to remain in 
the fibre, thus materially lessening the 
injury to the fibre which would be 
caused by a stronger solution of caustic 
alkali, also saving soda, lime and labor 
in working the pulp. 

To return to the pulp itself, after 
the fibres have, as above described, 
been reduced to a suitable length and 
divested of all impurities, the liquor 
or sap first removed, as above de- 
scribed, by mechanical pressure is re- 
turned to them while they are in the 
beater last mentioned. It is returned 


the process will operate to remove or de- 
stroy it, nor will it retard the subsequent steps. 
This liquor or sap, when joined to the pulp, re- 
stores some of the properties which it originally 
possessed before it was separated from the wood. 
It is the natural liquor or sap, is white and clear, 
possesses the quality of rendering the fibres or 
particles with which it isamalgamated cohering. 
It possesses sizing properties, as it contains sago, 
silica, and ‘‘asuga.” It answers the purpose of 
sizing. The pulp when joined with this liquor, 
when manufactured into paper, produces an 
article having a peculiar ivory-like or talcky 
surface, which it would have been impossible to 
attain had this valuable liquor or sap been al- 
lowed to be destroyed or lost by being subjected 
to the caustic alkali and subsequent washings. 
The pulp thus combined with the liquor and its 
attendant intercellulose is then ready for imme- 
diate conversion into paper by any of the 
methods well known to the art. This is thought 
to be the most economical plan of manufacturing 
palm into paper by first extracting an ingredient 
or component part of the palm in the first stage, 
and which is valuable in the latter stages for pro- 
ducing a fine paper entirely different from that 
produced from any other material, while at 
the same time the fibre and the remaining 
intercellulose are left free and more easily 
and economically acted upon in subsequent 
steps of the process. It may be desirable to re- 
move from other woods—such as pine, maple, 
&c.—out of which paper is to be manufactured 
the liquor or sap which is in them as a prelimi- 
nary step to their subsequent treatment in a di- 
gester, either for the purpose of rendering the 
remaining fibre more easy and economical in 
manipulation or for the purpose of reuniting 
the liquor with the stock before the latter is 
finally made into paper. 


The claims cover ; 1, In the process of reduc- 
ing vegetable fibrous material to paper pulp, the 
extraction of the liquor or sap from the original 
stock by mechanical pressure, the reduction of 
the remnant mass to pulp by any of the well- 
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known processes, and the reunion of the liquor 
or sap first extracted with the resultant perfect- 
ed pulp before the latter is converted into paper; 
2. In the process of manufacturing paper pulp or 
paper from the various species of palm, prelimi- 
narily extracting the liquor or sap from the 
original stock by mechanical pressure, reducing 
the remaining mass to a perfected pulp by any 
of the well-known processes, then adding thereto 
the liquor or sap so first removed preparatory to 
the conversion of the pulp into paper; 3. Asa 
new article of manufacture, the paper made of 
palm, sized with its own natural sap or liquor, 
possessing a peculiar ivory-like surface and dis- 
tinguishing properties. (264, 168.) 
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Hydrocellulose. 





Paper and other cellulose substances frequently 
undergo a remarkable change in their physical 
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at this point because no subsequent step in | properties, losing their suppleness and natural 


elasticity, and becoming friable and easily re- 
duced to powder. Examples of this are furnished 
in industrial operations, such as the badly con- 
ducted bleaching of cotton and paper stock. 
This is also to be observed in linen that has been 
frequently bleached, and window curtains that 
have been exposed to the air forsome time. Ob- 
servations of this kind have long been made, but 
the various conditions under which they took 
place, did not admit a knowledge of the chem- 
ical phenomena which cause them, nor of the 
nature of the resulting product. 

Professor Aimé Girard, of Paris, has made a 
thorough study of all of the changes which take 
place in cellulose under various conditions, and 
the result of his labors is a lengthy article in the 
Ann, Chem. et Phys. In the following, we will 
give the results obtained : 


Under the influence of mineral and vegetable 
acids, both dilute and concentrated, under vari- 
ous conditions of time and temperature, cellu- 
lose, C,H Oi, becomes transformed by hydra- 
tion into a new body, Ci:sH.0,,, called by the 
author hydrocellulose. This body possesses cer- 
tain distinctive properties, among others, ex- 
treme friability ; on the other hand, it has 
many properties in common with ordinary cel- 
lulose, notably that of forming soluble, explosive 
pyroxiline. For convenience sake, cotton was 
the form of cellulose experimented on, although 
it should be remembered that any other cellu- 
lose would answer. 

As early as 1846 Dumas showed the influence 
of sulphuric acid on fabrics, Perroz, Payen, Cal- 
vert and others have also called attention to the 
changes in the physical structure of cellulose by 
the action of free acids and acid salts, Girard 
succeeded in showing that under all conditions, 
the cause is always the same, and the product 
identical. 

The transformation of the cellulose into hydro- 
cellulose can be brought about in so many ways, 
that it is possible, by varying the conditions, to 
obtain products having varying degrees of fria- 
bility, and capable of different applications. 















The reagents are divided into three groups: (a) 
Strong mineral acids, which act on simple im- 
mersion of the cellulose. (b) Acid vapors. (c) 
More dilute and less energetic acids, which re- 
quire an elevation of temperature or a greatly 
prolonged time of action. 

In sulphuric acid of 45° B., twelve hours is 
sufficient to effect a complete change. Hydro- 
chloric acid acts more slowly ; the same may be 
said of hydriodic, hydrobromic and hydrofluoric 
acid. Nitric acid requires a strength of 45° B.; 
but in this case some nitrocellulose is also pro- 
duced. 

The vapors of all mineral acids act very rapid- 
ly; pure sulphuretted hydrogen and pure sul- 
phurdioxide are without action, but if mixed 
with air, they act by reason of their conversion 
into sulphuric acid. The vapors of volatile or- 
ganic acids seem to be without effect. 

If dilute mineral acids (about 1 per cent. 
strength) are employed, the action is 
not completed for two or three months. 

The injurious effects of organic acids 
on cellulose were first noticed by Cal- 
vert. Cloths which were impregnated 
with solutions of oxalic, tartaric or 
citric acid lost their strength and be- 
came brittle, when heated to 126°, a 
very important fact in dyeing. It was 
found by Girard that such a bigh tem- 
perature was not at all necessary, but 
that a temperature of 100° was suf- 
ficient to produce at least a partial 
change. 

The effects produced by acid salts, 
are exactly like those produced by the 
acids themselves. From certain mi- 
croscopical features Girard was led to 
believe that ‘mercerized ” cotton—i, ¢., 
cotton which had been acted on by 
~), Strong alkalies—was probably similar 
in chemical composition to hydrocel- 
lulose. This could not, however, be 
verified by experiment. 

In whatever way hydrocellulose may 
have been prepared, it always retains 
the form of the cellulose which yielded 
it. Its composition is that of carbo- 
hydrate, intermediate between cellulose 
and glucose, derived from the former 
by a less complete hydration than 
would produce the latter. That the 
transformation is a true hydration has 
been proved in the following manner : 
Pure, dry cotton, when treated with 
pure, dry hydrochloric acid gas, yields 
not a trace of hydrocellulose, even if 
sealed up with it for five days, 
whereas, if the cellulose and gas are 
not previously dried, the transforma- 
tion is very rapid. The chief charac- 
teristic of hydrocellulose is its ex- 
treme friability. When boiled with water 
the particles have the property of uniting and 
forming, when dried, a more or less coherent 
mass. When heated for some hours to 80° or 
100° in contact with the air, it gives rise to dark- 
colored ulmic compounds, which are soluble in 
water. When boiled with dilute alkalies, it 
becomes disintegrated much more easily than 
cellulose, and if treated with strong solutions it 
behaves like starch under similar conditions. 
It is much more sensitive to reagents than cellu- 
lose, and, unlike it, very readily combines with 
coloring matters. 

The disintegration of cellulose by repeated 
bleaching is due to the action of bydrochloric 
acid, formed by the carbonic acid of the air 
decomposing the hypochlorite used. This is 
shown by the fact that cellulose is unacted upon 
by strong hypochlorite solutions, if air is ex-

Manufacture of Pulp-Ware. 





A new process for manufacturing articles 
from wood or vegetable pulp consists, first, in 
forming a sheet or slab of wood or vegetable 
pulp of the necessary thickness ; second, in cut- 
ting or punching therefrom, while the same is, 
as it may be termed, “ in temper,” a blank which 
shall approximate to the shape of the article 
which it is desired to produce; and third, in 
submitting the blank to pressure in a suitable 
press or mold, whereby it is compacted, solidi- 
fied, and made to assume the desired shape. 

The slab or sheet of wood or vegetable pulp is 
formed in a suitable mold by partially or en- 
tirely filling the same with the pulp mixture or 
composition, and then compressing it therein to 
the desired thickness, or in any other desirable 
way. It should not be compressed so hard that 
blanks cannot readily be cut, dinked or punched 
therefrom, and the best consistency or temper is 
that which the sheet or slab has when it will 
slightly bend of its own weight when taken hold 
of at one corner and held in a horizontal posi- 
tion. From the slab cut, die or punch blanks 
which approximate the shape of the article 
which it is desired to make. 

The blank is submitted to the action of a mold 
and follower, press, or rolls, whereby it is solidi- 
fied, well compacted, and made to assume the 
desired shape. . Of course_t 
have any desirable configuration for the pur- 
pose of ornamenting the surface of the article, 
and if it is desired to give the article thus formed 
additional pressure at a subsequent time the 
molds, rolls, or press may be so formed and sup- 
ported that such additional pressure may be 
provided ; and it has been ascertained that by 
using this additional pressure the appearance of 
the article is somewhat improved; but this is 
not an essential step of the process. 

Among the articles that can be made by this 
process, beside spool-heads, are mirror and 
brush backs and handles, plates and saucers, 
moldings, frames, trays, buttons, curtain rings, 
car ornaments, inkstand bases and bases for 
other purposes, &c. 

The advantages of this process over the or- 
dinary method of molding wood or vegetable 
pulp are said to consist in the saving that is 
made in molds and in tue speed with which the 
article can be produced, as by the old process 
it was necessary to provide two sets of very 
expensive perforated molds for each article 
that was made, in the first of which the article 
was approximately formed, and in the second 
of which it was completed, and this process 
does away with the first and most expensive 
molds. 

Of course the slab or sheet of pulp may be 
formed in any other desirable way than that de- 
scribed. It is essential, however, that the tex- 
ture of the slab or sheet shall be that which is 
provided by molding it, as described—that is, 
the fibres of the pulp should not run in one di- 
rection through the mass, but should cross each 
other in all directions, knitting the mass well to- 
gether, and in this respect the slab or sheet dif- 
fers from leather board or pasteboard from 
which soles and heels are dinked or box-blanks 
cut. 

When the article to be formed is larger or 
thicker at one place than another and requires 
more pulp or stock at the enlarged part, the 
slab or sheet of pulp may be molded or formed 
to a shape approximating the form of the article 
by being made thicker in some portions than in 
others, or by having projections upon its sur- 
face, these projections being arranged, of course, 

so that the blanks can be made from the slab or 
sheet with as little waste of stock as possible. 
When the blank is thus approximately shaped 
in the slab or sheet it will not be necessary to 
use as much pressure in finishing in the molds 
and bringing them to their ultimate form. 
| In some instances, when flat articles are made, 
| or articles that do not-need to be finished upon 
l their edge, a forming pressure can be obtained 
in a suitable press and ‘the edge of the article 
subsequently finished by sand-papering, or in 
| any other suitable way. 
In lieu of cutting the blanks from the slab or 
| sheet, and then compressing them, the slab or 
sheet may be run through rollers having suitable 
| configuration, and the pulp may be properly 
| compressed and solidified into the desired form 
| or shape upon two surfaces, and the blank then 
cut or punched therefrom, and its edges finished 
| by smoothing in any desirable manner.

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Hotyoke, Mass., October 5, 1882. 
The Eleventh District Convention at Green- 
eld Tuesday, nominated William Whiting, of 
is city, as the Republican candidate for Con- 
-ressman. The value of the compliment to Mr. 
Whiting and to Holyoke is much enhanced by 
e quick work of the convention, The nomina- 
yn was made on the first formal ballot, and the 
nvention lasted only about an hour. The dis- 
trict is so strongly republican that the nomina- 
tion is equivalent to an election, and Holyoke 
has begun already to congratulate itself on hav- 
ig a Congressman. 
At the close of the Greenfield Convention on 
iesday, James H. Newton, of this city, invited 
the entire delegation to dinner at the principal 
hotel in the place. He stated that he did it, not 
, any spirit of exultation at Holyoke’s victory, 
butin the interest of good fellowship and con- 
ord among the representatives of the whole dis- 
trict. The invitation was accepted in the spirit

down to dinner. The Newtons were born in 
Worcester County, lived many years in Frank- 
lin County and are now doing a large business 
Holyoke in paper and other branches of man- 
ufacture.

Lucius Harlow’s elevator for carrying paper 
by a system of webs from the foot to the top of 
calenders, is fast being adopted in the mills in 
this vicinity, and it must come into general 
favor as its value becomes known. Among the 
mills where it has recently been adopted are the 
Valley in this city, and the Southworth, Aga- 
wam and Worthy Mills at Agawam, while the 
Hampshire Mill at South Hadley Falls has just 
ordered seven of them.

A Wash for Walls. 


A German paper gives a formula for a wash 
which can be applied to lime walls and after- 
ward become waterproof so as to bear washing. 
Resenschek, of Munich, mixes together the pow- 
der from 3 parts silicious rock (quartz), 3 parts 
broken marble and sandstone, also 2 parts of 
burned porcelain clay, with 2 parts freshly 
slaked lime, still warm. In this way a wash is 
made which forms a silicate if often wetted, and 
becomes after a time almost like stone. The 
four constituents mixed together give the ground 
color, to which any pigment that can be used 
with lime is added. It is applied quite thickly 
to the wall or other surface, let dry one day, 
and the next day frequently covered with water, 
which makes it waterproof. 

This wash can be cleansed with water without 
losing any of its color; on the contrary, each 
time it gets harder, so that it can even be 
brushed, while its porosity makes it look soft. 
The wash of calcimine can be used for ordinary 
purposes as well as for the finest painting. A 
so-called fresco surface can be prepared with it 
in the dry way.

Easy Process for Dextrine. 
Five hundred parts of potato-starch are mixed 








with 1,500 parts of cold distilled water, and | 


eight parts of pure oxalic acid, and this mixture 
placed in a suitable vessel on a water-bath, and 
heated until a small sample tested with iodine 
solution does not produce the reaction of starch. 
When this is found to be the case the vessel 
is immediately removed from the water-bath 
and the liquid neutralized with pure carbonate 
of lime, 
two days the liquor is filtered, and the clear fil- 
trate evaporated upon a water-bath until the 
mass has become quite a paste, which is removed 
by @ spatula, and having been made into thin 
cakes is placed upon paper and further dried in 
a warmf{situation; 220 parts of pure dextrine are 
thus obtained. When needed for making muci- 
lage, the solution is only to be evaporated to the 
proper thickness.

Paper in India, 





The Government of India imported paper to 
the value of £40,000 during the first quarter of 
the present year, and are now advertising for a 
firm to take up paper-making in India itself. 
Labor is cheap and fibre of all sorts is abundant, 
and the manufacture should be profitable if 
there were good machines sent out, with skilled 
men to direct their working. The Indians learn 
to work a machine or an engine very readily, 
and a good skilled workman is content with 6s. or 
7s. wages weekly. There are a great quantity 
of fibres in India which a skilled paper maker 
would probably find could be turned into valu- 
able material; and though the growth of flax 
for linen fibre was not very successful, owing to 
the shortness of the staple, the same objection 
would not apply to its use for paper-making. Oil 
is one of the articles in chief demand in India, 
and a paper factory which could utilize the 
refuse stalks of the flax plant could sell linseed 
oil at a price which would double their profit. 
The importation of paper for private purposes. 
was about double the amount taken by govern- 
ment, but the Engllsh and French paper does 
not suit the natives of the country. They usea 
peculiar thick strong paper, made of the refuse 
of hemp, each sheet of which is glazed by hand- 
rubbing with a smooth stone. The labor needed 
for this rubbing is very considerable, and forms 
perpaps the chief really hard labor of many of 
A simple machine to avoid 
this heavy hand-work should find many pur- 
chasers.—British Mercantile Register.

General Notes. 


The paper-stock dealers of Chicago met on 
Tuesday for the purpose of organizing a pro- 
tective association against the fraudulent pack- 
ing of stock, and to try and advance the stand- 
ard of the various grades of stock packed in the 
West. It is stated that this action has been 
taken in view of the fact that many small pack- 
ers, taking advantage of the close margin of 
profit on the sale of stock, have lowered the 
standard by packing low grades with high, and 
trying to palm them off as first-class stock. 
Thus far the only action taken has been the ap- 





pointment of a committee to draft a series of 
resolutions and to map out a plan of action. It 
is said that the most prominent houses in Chi- 
cago are connected with this movement, and 
that there is every indication of an accomplish- 
ment of the objects sought. 


The new postal money order, for a sum less 
than $5, will cost three cents, and the service is 
extended so as to raise the limit of orders from 
$50 to $100. Persons will not be required to fill | 
out a blank, as at present, but will receive an | 
order payable to the bearer at any money order | 
office desired. The new notes are to be hand- 
somely engraved, and in appearance will not be 
unlike bank notes.

The Condition of Trade. 


A report issued on Tuesday from Dun’s Mer- 
cantile Agency shows the failures in the United 
States for the three months ended September 
30, 1882, to have aggregated 1,300, with total 
liabilities of $18,942,893. This is an increase on 
the number of failures over the corresponding | 
quarter of last year of 376, and an increase in | 
the amount of liabilities of $8,830,528. During | 
the nine months of the year the total number 
of failures has been 4,897, and the liabilities | 
$69,523,813. The figures during the first nine 
months of 1881 were: Total number of failures, 
3,890 ; amount involved, $51,059,010, showing an 
excess of liabilities this year of over $15,000,000. 
The excess of increase liabilities is principally 
in the Middle and Western States. In the 
Middle States the increase is entirely due to fail- 
ures in this city, the failures in the other parts of 
New York State having been below the average 
both in number and in the amount of indebted- 
ness. An improvement occurred with the open- 
ing of the spring trade, and this has very gener- 
ally continued. Many of the failures which 
swell the figures of the last three months of this 
year are reported to be due to speculation or 
outside operations. Consequently, while these 
losses fall largely on those engaged in legitimate 
business, they cannot properly be charged to the 
condition of trade. The Mercantile Agency cir- 
cular, giving the figures quoted, asserts that the 
prospects for the closing months of the year are 
generally good. The same relative condition of 
affairs is shown in the Dominion of Canada. 
There the number of failures for the past three 
months was 166 and the amount involved $1,715,- 
982. The figures for the corresponding quarter 
last year were: Number of failures, 130; lia- 
bilities, $787,889.

Fashions in Wall-Paper. 











Wall-papers, dados and friezes are especially 
adapted to harmonize with upholstering fabrics. 
For dining-rooms and libraries a wall-paper in 
English Gothic style shows blocks of embossed 
gold alternating with medallions of a drab 
ground and tall golden lilies and sprays of olive | 
green. A cloth-of-gold embossed ground has 
designs of pale olive shaded roses and butter- 
flies ; the dado has a gold embossed background 
set in alternate panels of griffins, jars, and 4 
fleur-de-lis ; the frieze is divided in three parts, 
and shows the fable of the stork and fox in | 
browns and dark red with an out-lining of white 
and black and gold. A drawing-room paper 
has a gold embossed ground covered with shaded 
white flowers and graceful vines trailing over a | 
trellis of white and gold. A light drab ground 
has golden lilies and curving leaves drifting | 
over it. The frieze has a sage ground, with 
flowers in warm brown shades ; arabesques and 
scrolls and leafage cover the gold and drab 
ground of the dado. An ashes-of-roses ground | 
is blocked in gold and white, and gold with | 
flamboyant traceries in re-relief. For a hall the 
same landscape designs and colors are repeated, 
as described, in crépe cloth drapery. Another 
style for halls has a background blocked with 
drab, pomegranate red, and gold outlined with 
olive ; the dado is three feet from the floor. For 
chambers and dressing-rooms wall-papers have 
ivory tinted grounds, where long, graceful vines 
of morning glories, pink, purple and blue, drift 
across; here and there a cluster of crumpled | 
pinks and mingled with pale harebells and nod- | 
ding columbine.

THE PAPER TRADE.—In reviewing the 
general market for the past week, little has 
transpired worthy of note. Trade with the 
dealers has only been moderate, and in this 


respect is disappointing, as there is a marked 
absence of the activity usually apparent at the 
first of the month. The feeling, however, seems 
to be general that a fair trade will be felt dur- 
ing the remainder of the year. The ware- 
houses of the dealers are well supplied with 


| goods, although stocks are not immoderately 


large. With the exception of Straw Wrap- 
pings and Boards, prices are tolerably well 
maintained, there being no apprehension at 
present of a weakening. Our remarks con- 
tained in a previous issue, describing the de- 


| pressed condition of the Straw Board trade, are 
| now very applicable to the Stra¥ Wrapping 


interest also. With large supplies coming on 
the market, the trade is reaching that point 
where manufacturers will market their product 
at any reasonabie offer that they can get. 
Nothing but a very largely increased demand 
can prevent this state of things. 


JUTE BUTTS.—The market has been quiet, 
with sales at 24¢c. of about 1,000 bales, and 
1,000 bales at 2 7-16c., closing at 2}¢c., less 1 per 
cent., asked. The ship Fiery Cross arrived on 
Tuesday with 4,960 bales, of which all but 2,250 
bales were sold to consumers prior to arrival. 
These 2,250 bales are Bagging Butts, and are 
held by the importer at 25¢@3c. The Astracana 
arrived yesterday with 4,300 bales, and all of 
these were sold to manufacturers before arrival. 
Some 10,000 bales were sold for shipment from 
September to January at 2c. in bond and 2.27@ 
2.311¢¢. duty paid. The market closes for duty 
paid at 2c. asked and 2}<c. offered for October 
to January. 

WOOD PULP.—The market for Ground 
Wood Pulp continues weak, with our last 
week’s quoted prices barely maintained, and 
closes with a still weaker tendency. Chemical 
Fibre is steady in price, but the supply is be- 
ginning to be greater than the demand can take 
care of. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
The general market continues dull with very lit- 
tle show of animation in any grade. Some 
houses report a little more inquiry for goods 
during the current week, but new transactions 
are still on a limited scale. The imports con- 
tinue large, most of the shipments going direct 
into warehouse to help swell the already large 
supply on the spot. Prices have not varied, at 
the same time it is very likely that unless the 
demand improves considerably within the next 
few weeks values may undergo some shrinkage. 
Included among the transactions reported were 
150 tons London Seconds at 25¢@2%c., 50 tons 
of which at 2%{c. on six months; 20 tons English 
Outshots at 3%<c.; 25 tons S. P. F. Linens at 
4}<c.; 50 tons 8S. P. F. F. do. at 4%c.; and 10 
tons No, 1 French Linens at 6c. The arrivals 
during the past week aggregate 2,689 bales and 
bags, embracing 1,069 bales Rags, 699 bales Old 
Papers, and 921 bales Manillas. 


DOMESTIC’ RAGS.—A more active business | 


is reported by several of our largest domestic 
packers than they have experienced for several 
weeks, without, however, any appreciable 
change in prices. There is still some scarcity of 
No. 1 Whites, the price asked varying from 
4%c. to 4%c., according to the packer.

COAL.—The market for Anthracite coal pre- 
sents a healthy appearance, and the indications 
point toa stable condition of affairs for some 
time. Saward’s Coal Trade Journal says: ‘‘ The 
advance in the prices of coal at tide-water has 
taken place and the list is up ten cents on Egg, 
and twenty cents on Stove and Chestnut. As 
it was generally known or expected that there 
would be an advance, there was a great rushing 
during the last three or four days of September 
to get orders in, and some of the shippers have 
about all they can stagger under during October. 
There has been a very dull market since the 
turn of the month, as no one thinks of giving an 
order at the October list, for there is hardly a 
dealer or consumer but has purchased more or 
less at the old rates. If the argument is made 
that Anthracite coal industry may be called 
active, it can only be credited with such a con- 
dition in view of the peculiar inspiration thereto. 
What will the condition of affairs be a month or 
two later, and will there not be a surplus of cer- 
tain sizes? There has been some activity in the 
Bituminous coal market, due mainly to the 
difficulty in getting spot supplies, the interrup- 
tions to the railways and canals from the recent 
storm not having been overcomeas yet.” Quota-

Alexander Balfour, Philadelphia, is building 
on Tioga street, east of Richmond street, Twen- 
ty-fifth Ward, in that city, one of the largest 
paper manufacturing establishments to be found 
in this section of the country. The building 
operation embraces thirteen structures, and cov- 
ers three acres of ground, and will cost, when 
completed and furnished with the necessary 
machinery, upward of $250,000. The finishing 
room is four stories high, and 150 by 46 feet in 
dimensions. This building fronts on Tioga street, 
and contains three sets of super calenders. On 
the southern boundary of the lot, fronting on 
Kettlewell street, is the rag-engine building, two 
stories high, 175 feet long and 65 feet wide. The 
first floor contains the drainers, twenty-eight in 
number, each 9 feet by 16 feet and 12 feet deep. 
The second story contains the rag engines, six- 
teen innumber. West of this building, and also 
fronting on Kettlewell street, is the rag and 
stock room, 200 feet long by 40 feet wide. The 
machine room, two stories high, 135 feet long by 
54 feet wide, contains two machines of 10,000 
pounds capacity each every twenty-four hours. 
The buildings are of brick and of the most solid 
character, and erected by day’s work, under the 
superintendence of Robert Kaighn. Every de- 
partment is furnished with new machinery of 
the latest and most approved pattern. 


WESTERN STATES. 

The new paper mill at Marinette, Wis., is in 
full operation. The mill first ran a sheet ninety- 
two inches wide at the rate of 100 feet a minute. 

% was ascertained that the machinery would do 
as well at 150 feet a minute.

Parchment Paper Impervious to Water. 


According to the Journal Society of Arts,.a 
strong, impervious parchment paper is obtained 
by thoroughly washing woolen or cotton fab- 
rics, so as to remove gum, starch and other for- 
eign bodies, then to immerse them in a bath 
containing a small quantity of paper pulp. The 
latter is made to penetrate the fabric by being 
passed between rollers. Thus prepared, it is 
afterward dipped into sulphuric acid of suitable 
concentration, and then repeatedly washed in a
